London, Fob. 20.— Rt. Hon. G. J. 
Goschen, First Lord of tho Admiralty, 
speaking at Lewes to-night said that 
conciliation, negotiation and arbitration 
might be valuable, but woe to the nation 
lacking the courage or means to back 
their opinion by their resources. The 
new system of log rolling and bartering 
for alliances, he said, had displaced the 
old system of a balance of power be- 
tween the European nations. England 
was not clover enough at this game, 
he added, and had held aloof, 
although her alliance was court- 
ed by several groups of powers. 
" Our isolation, therefore," Mr. Gos- 
chen continued, " isnotoneof weakness, 
but of freedom to act independently 
This has caused misunderstandings. But 
it might be hoped that recent coniplioa 
tions have shown our neighbors that the 
national spirit is not dead and that on 
certain occasions we might be combusti- 
ble. Without betraying secrets, I might 
say that a distinguished stiuesrnan, not 
Prince Bismarck, has been convinced for 
years that England could not be moved 
to war by anything short of an attack 
on her central interests in this country 
That was tv dangerous fallacy, which has 
now been disloged. He was able to say. 
Mr. Goschen added, that our relations 
with the German Empire are as cordial 
as they could possibly be. He concluded 
with u reference to the necessity of a 
powerful ileet. 

A disturbance took place to-day in 
Paris in front of the offices of the Petit 
Parisien, growing out of the fact that 
the manager of that paper has hoisted 
the Cuban flag over the building. 
Many Spaniards, residents of Paris, ob- 
jected to the display of tho flag, and a 
crowd of them assembled in front of the 
building and cheered for Spain. They 
were dispersed by the police, and sever- 
al were arrested but released after a 
short detention in th ; police station. 

Inquiries were made at the foreign 
office and at the Turkish embassy to-day 
regarding the dispatch from Constanti- 
nople, published by the Times this 
morning, saying that tho Marquis of 
Salisbury has sent a reply to the invita- 
tion forwarded to Great Britain by the 
Sultan through the Turkish am- 
bassador. It was claimed that 
the object was to regulate the 
situation in Kgypt, on the basi? of 
guarantees being furnished for the se- 
urity of communication between Eng- 
land and India. The Premier was said 
to have answered that the propositions 
were too vague, and the Sultan thereup- 
on was reported to have appointed a 
commission to formulate delinite pro- 
posals on the subject. The Turkish am- 
bassador had already denied sub- 
mitting any such proposals to 
the British Minister for Foreign 
afl'airs, and at the Ottoman embassy to- 
day the officials present disclaimed iiav- 
my knowledge of a reply having 
been sent to the Sultan on this or any 
other subject recently. The British 
Foreign office officials were equally 
emphatic in professing complete ignor- 
tnee of the whole matter. 

The report of the Chartered South 
Africa Company, which has just been 
issued, does not refer to the Transvaal, 
but mearly deals with business affairs. 
The revenue for the year was .£110,000 
and the expenses £143,423. 

The Italians have defeated the desert- 
ers under Has Sebat, near Maimarat, in 
Africa, the latter having sixty killed and 
one hundred wounded, while the Italians 
had thirty-seven killed and wounded. 

A dispatch to the Times from Cairo 
says that lion. Cecil Rhodes will embark 
at Suez on Saturday direct for Befra, 
the steamer Orestes having been speci- 
ally chartered for the purpose. 

The Daily News publishes a dispatch 
from Constantinople which says that it 
is reported there that on February 14, 
the fust day of the Ramadan festival, 
the Turks surrounded the Armenian 
quarter in Marsovan and ordered the 
Armenians to accept Islam. Five hun- 
dred of them agreed lo do so, but 150 
recalcitrants were killed. All the news 
of the excesses in Asia Minor are kept 
dark, the Daily News says, for fear that 
they will impel Russia to occupy Ar- 
menia, 

A Constantinople despatch to the 
Times says Lord Salisbury has sent a 
reply to the communication which the 
Sultan instructed Costaki Pasha to 
make to the British government, invit- 
ing England to regulate the situation in 
Eeypt with suzerain power on the basis 
of guarantees being given for the secur- 
ity of communication between England 
and India. The Times correspondent 
says Lord Salisbury in his reply says the 
Turkish ambassador's suggestions are 
too vague. The Sultan has, therefore, 
appointed a commission, consisting of 
the Grand Vizier, Haliti Rifaat Pasha, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Tewfik 
Pasha, and the President of the Council 
of State, Said Pasha, to formulate pro- 
positions on the subject.

He 
was dead when extricated. 

Octogenarian Dead, 
Brantford, Feb. 20. — Robert Mc- 
Gregor, aged 80, a resident of the coun- 
try for forty-six years, is dead. He was 
one of the " Guards of Honor."

Windsor, Feb. 20. — Henry Heard, 
who came to Windsor as a runaway 
slave over forty years ago, died yester- 
day.

Montreal, Feb. 20.— Judge Archibald 
has pronounced a deereo of separation 
between Mr. and Mrs. John Smith 
Allan, awarding the latter the custody 
of her children and an alimony allow- 
ance of .$600 a month. 

Northwest Immigration Convention. 

Mr. Daly, 
Dominion minister ot the interior, ar- 
rived hero to-day to attend the Canadian 
Northwest immigration convention, 
which opens to-morrow.

LOOKING TO A SETTLEMENT. 

Proposal in the Manitoba Legislature to 
Review and Reconsider the Educa- 
tional Situation. 

Winnipeg, Feb. 20.— (Speciall— At- 
torney-General Sifton introduced hiB 
motion in the legislature to-day protest- 
ing against federal interference in 
school matters. 

Mr, Fisher, in speaking to themotion, 
said he hoped the school question would 
soon be settled by the Manitoba house. 
The Roman Catholics had never insist- 
ed upon a return to the old system, and 
he only wanted the government to pro- 
nose some measure and see if it would 
be sat isfactory. He was in favor of pro- 
vincial rights, but there were also fed- 
eral rights and the rights of the minor- 
ities. Concluding Ids speech, Mr. 
Fisher moved that 

" Whereas it would be in the highest 
degree unfortunate if by means of the 
parliament of Canada assuming to 
exercise its undoubted power in the 
premises, this province should lose (pos- 
sibly for all time) its exclusive control 
over the educational legislation of the 
province, and there is now the most im- 
minent danger of this happening : 

' Therefore this house is of the opinion 
that the present situation calls for pru- 
ienf and conciliatory action in the hope 
that such a result may by wise counsels 
be avoided, and to this end that the 
time is opportune for a calm and dispas- 
sionate review by the legislature of the 
matters at issue between the majority 
tnd the minority with a view to con- 
sider whether a reasonable settlement of 
the question may not be found, which 
will avoid all excuse for federal inter- 
vention." 

Hon. Mr. Sifton's motion condemning 
Dominion interference in school matters 
was carried at 1 a.m. by a vote of 31 to 7. 



A FILLIBUSTERING CASE. 

Singular Statement at a Trial Proceeding in 
Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 2(5.— The taking 
of testimony was concluded in the U.S. 
court this afternoon in the trial of Capt. 
Wihorg and mates Johnson and Peter- 
sen, of the Danish steamship Horsn, 
charged with carrying an armed 
military expedition to the Cuban insur- 
gents in November last. Captain Wi- 
horg was the only witness for the de- 
fence, and when he was about to take 
the stand Captain Ker, of counsel for 
the defence, asked the court to clear the 
room during Wiboig's testimony and to 
request the newspapers not to publish 
it, because any person who heard 
it could make an affidavit of the 
testimony to the Spanish government, 
which would cause the forfeiture of Wi- 
berg's life if he ever again set foot on 
Spanish soil. Judge Butler replied that 
he was aware of this, but could make 
such orders. Capt. AViborg's only 
defence was that ho acted under 
orders from the steamship company 
which employed him. He admitted 
having suspected the purpose of the ex- 
pedition and boldly declared that had 
he known it positively he would have 
taken it just the same. The technical 
defence is that this was not an armed 
expedition under the meaning of the 
law.

Ottawa, Feb. 20.— The great sensation 
here is the publication of an open letter 
by Mr. McConnell, editor of the Halifax 
Chronicle, addressed to Dr. Weldon, 
M.P., asking him to substantiate cer- 
tain charges which he (Dr. Weldon) is 
alleged to have made that Sir Charles 
Tupper, Bart, received $40,000 out of a 
Dominion loan some years ngo. Sir 
Charles Tupper has authorized suits for 
criminal libel to be taken against the 
Chronicle and the Montreal Herald, 
which published the letter. Dr. Wel- 
don interviewed, said that Mr. McCon- 
nell had been imposed upon by false and 
slanderous statements. 

In the house this afternoon Sir Charles 
Tupper read the following telegram 
which he had received from Sir Leonard 
Tilley: "The use of my name in Mc- 
Connell's letter is without the slightest 
warrant, as Dr. Weldon can confirm. 
No statement to Dr. Weldon or any 
other person in reference to the charge 
made against you was evor made by 
me." Sir Charles Tupper added that a 
criminal suit would be entered without 
delay. 

Twenty-one Conservative members, 
including Messrs. Mara and Corbould, 
supposed to be doubtful on the remedial 
bill, had a conference with Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell and Sir Charles Tupper yes- 
terday. Some expressed themselves 
favorably to the bill, others against it, 
while still others are doubtlul, The 
Baitish Columbia men were reticent. 

Mr. Charlton introduced in the House 
of Commons to-day his bill topreventtbe 
publication of newspapers on the Sab- 
bath. He urged that newspaper men 
support the measure. 

Mr. McLen nan's bill respecting sales 
of second-class railway tickets passed 
its second reading. 

Mr. Mulock's bill to prevent persons 
accepting office under tho crown while 
members of parliament or within a year 
thereafter was killed. 

The Senate met test night. Hon. Mr. 
Melnnes, of Victoria, has given notice 
that he will call attention to the fact 
that the steamer Quadra has only been 
in commission eight months during 
< ach year, and will ask the government 
if it is the intention to place her in con- 
tinual commission in order to develop 
the fishing and shipping interests of. 
British Columbia. 

The Senate hud an exciting time this 
afternoon over the appointment of a 
housekeeper. John Dunne, brother of 
the late occupant, was nominated and 
the division was a tie. The Speaker not 
having a casting vote the motion was 
lost. "Carleton, the Premier's messen- 
ger, was then voted on, and again there 
was a tie. Attention was then drawn to 
the fact that Senator Bellerose had not 
voted, and he recorded for Carleton, 
giving him the position. Mr. Belle- 
rose's action is the more remarkable 
when he is known to be an ultra of the 
Ultramontanes and Carleton is a prom- 
inent Orangemen. 

Father Lacoinbe has written another 
letter to Mr. Laurier condemning him 
for betraying his confidence by the pub- 
lication of his last letter. 

Hon. E. G. Prior was re-elected presi- 
dent of the Dominion Artillery Associa- 
tion yesterday, Major Irving being 
elected a member of the council. Col. 
Prior in his presidential speech advocat- 
ed better pay for the artillery and the- 
sending of a team to Shoeburyness this 
year. 

Hon. E. G. Prior was to-day re-elected 
vice-president of the Dominion Rifle 
Association. General Gascoigne made 
an important speech. He said he hoped 
the militia would be drilled annually. 
His purpose would be to have them 
made thoroughly familiar with the use 
of rifles. 

A caucus of private members of the 
Conservative party will be held on Fri- 
day of next week. The ministers will 
again meet them to resume the discus- 
sion of the school question. 

The Grand Trunk and Canadian 
Pacific have been successful in killing 
the project to charter an electric road 
from Montreal to Windsor. 

It is reported that Hon. Mr. Laurier 
has offered Hon. Mr. Foster to allow 
three months' estimates to pass without 
opposition, the new parliament to pass 
the remainder. It seems unlikely that 
the government can get the estimates 
through this session. It is even doubt- 
ful about the remedial bill, the opposi- 
tion being credited with the intention to 
talk until April 25. 

Mr. Dawson, Grit, Atldington, has 
made the record speech of the session, 
having talked six hours on tho budget. 



REMEDIAL LEGISLATION, 

The Libernls From Quebec Will Vote lor It 
if It Is Approved by Archbishop 
Langevln.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Feb. 20.— In past years 
Rome of the sinking funds of the city 
were not judiciously invested, and con- 
siderable loss 1h bound to occur by de- 
preciation in the securities — mostly 
farm lands. However, as S per cent, 
was obtained all around and as the 
funds were only required to earn -1 per 
cent., it is thought the additional -1 per 
cent, on the Bafe securities will make up 
the loss. One instance is cited, where a 
farmer obtained a loan on his farm from 
the city, got his money and left next 
day for parts unknown, leaving his farm 
to 'the city. Of late years Vancouver 
has had careful, judicious municipal 
financiers, and by careful nursing the 
council are able to inform the ratepayers 
that the funds of the city are all right, 
with full earning powers of -1 per cent. 
That tho credit of the city stands high 
is evidenced by the fact that the city 
asked a Toronto broker holding Van- 
couver bonds what he would take for a 
bond of the face value of $1,000. He re- 
plied that he would require a premium 
of $250 or $1,250 for the return of the 
bond. 

A private communication from Min- 
neapolis' to the Colonist correspondent 
states that the impression prevails there 
that the Coast lumber combine is too 
bulky to work. 

Last night Premier Farrar, of the Bur- 
rard Inlet Literary Club mock parlia- 
ment, resigned, and II. T. Hanson was 
elected premier. The house is still Lib- 
eral. 

There is every indication that the 
present agitation to reduce expenses in 
the educational branch of municipal 
government will be successful. To-night 
the Property Owners' Association urged 
the board to reduce expenses. The teach- 
ers are naturally alarmed, and claim that 
any reduction of the present salaries 
would be-unjust and unwise. 

Spry-Palmer, a theatrical performer, 
who has been left in Vancouver through 
the disbanding of his company, is ar- 
ranging for the production of an ama- 
teur opera with a chorus of 80. Mr. Pal- 
mer claims to have secured much of the 
best local talent of Vancouver for the 
opera. 

A marine commission arrived from 
Tacoma to-day and are hearing the de- 
mand of the Canadian-Australian Steam- 
ship Co. for salvage claimed for the 
steamship Miowera in pulling the wreck- 
ed steamer Strathnevis to sea when in 
danger of destruction off Cape Flattery. 

The Burrard Rowing Club are arrang- 
ing for a benefit entertainment. It will 
no doubt take the form of an amateur 
minstrel show. 

The police force here is working under 
a new contract. One of the principal 
changes is that rewards for the capture 
of sailors, etc., goto the city and not to 
the force. It is thought by many that 
the system of disallowing all rewards 
impairs the efficiency of tho force by 
taking away just so much incentive to 
special effort. 

The death of Mr. Suckling, already 
reported, is now supposed to have been 
caused by the actual need of the neces- 
sities of life, he having, it is said, been 
turned out of doors by cold-hearted peo- 
ple, who neglected to notify the authori- 
ties. Mr. Suckling told no one of his 
troubles, but while slowly starving to 
death was smiling and affable.

Michael Landrigan has sold a one-third 
interest in the Daydawn claim, near the 
Slocan Boy and Washington, to John G. 
McGuigan. 

The owners of the Silver King mineral 
claim, Jackiion basin, Slocan district, 
have struck a small vein of solid ore, 
said to be very rich. The outlook is very 
encouraging. 

Owing to mud slides at different points 
and other difficulties, ore deliveries have 
not been as numerous at Kaslo during 
the past week as during former weeks. 
The following are the receipts: Slocan 
Star, 180,000 pounds ; Wellington, 60,000; 
Whitewater, 60,000; Ruth, 60,000; Iron 
Hand (iron ore), 30,000.

EE TAIL MARKETS. 

Several Cuts Made in Prices This Week— 
The Sale of Flour. 

Some very radical changes are to be 
noted in retail quotations this week, 
chief among them being that affecting 
Suowllake (lour, which through compe- 
tition, notwithstanding the upward ten- 
dency of prices has dropped to $4.40 per 
barrel. The former price was $5, and in 
consideration of the fact that Snowflake 
is one of the staple Hours the cut is an 
important one.

Fggs will probably 
reach 15 cents per dozen this week, a 
reduction of five centB having already 
been made. Still another cut has been 
made on lemons.

A By-Law 

Authorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow tlie sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of tlie re- 
ceipt of itB revenue for the year 1890. 

Whereas by virtue of tho "Municipal ^ ct, 
1892," and amending Acts, every Municipality 
may, under tho conditions contained therein 
oorrow from any person sueh sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as 
shown by the revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality for the year 1895, and bearing 
such rate of Interest ns may be requisite, to 
meet the current legal expenditure of the Cor- 
poration which becomes payable out of the 
annual revenue before the revenue for the year 
becomes payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas tho total amount of taxes upon 
land and Improvements or real property, ns 
shown by tho revised assessment roll of the 
Municipality ol tha City of Victoria for the yeur 
1895, was $2i.2,519.05: 

And whereas to meet tho current legal ex- 
penditure of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria for the year 1896 payable out of the annual 
revenue belore such revenue for such year be- 
comes payable by the taxpayers, it Is requisite 
for the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding {120,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the ulty of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows:— 

See. 1. It shall be lawful for tho Corporation 
of the City of Victoria, by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee thereof, to borrow upon tho 
credit of the said Corporation from any person 
or persons, firm or firms, corporation or corpor- 
ations, who may bo willing to advance the same, 
the sum of $120,000 in such amounts and at snch 
times as, subject as hereinafter provided, the 
same may, iu the opinion of tho Mayor and the 
Finance Committee of the Council, be required, 
bearing interest at a rate not exceeding five per 
centum per annum. 

Sec. 2. The money so borrowed shall bo ex- 
pended In defraying the current legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation for the year 1890, and 
shall, together with the interest thereon, be re- 
payable and repaid to tho lender or lenders 
thereof on or before the 31st day of December, 
1S9G, out of the municipal revenue for the said 
year. 

Sec. 8, The amount so borrowed, and Interest 
thereon, shall be a liability of the said Corpor- 
ation payable out of the municipal revenue for 
the current year, 18%, and the form of obliga- 
tion to be given as an acknowledgment of 
such liability to tho said lender or lenders 
shall be a promissory note or notes us the sums 
may be required, signed by the Mayor and the 
Finance Committee and the Clerk of the Bald 
Corporation, aod bearing the seal of the Bald 
Corporation, all of which notes shall be made 
payable on or before the 31st of December, 1390, 
and a notice shall be written or printed on the 
back of the noto to the effect that the llabllity 
of the said Corporation incurred by mild 
promissory noto or notes shall be a llablllty 
payable out of tho municipal revenue 'or the 
year 189G. 

Sec. 4. In the construction oi this by-law the 
expressions "land" and "improvements" and 
"real property "shall have, respectively, the 
meanings given to them in the " Municipal Act. 
1892," and amendments thereof.

After a nineteen-day trip, the longest 
ehe lias ever had in the fishing business, 
the steamer Thistle, Capt. Langley, re- 
turned from the Northern halibut 
grounds yesterday morning. She exper- 
ienced one succession of gales, principal- 
ly from the south-east, since leaving 
here. In Johnston Straits on Monday 
last she passed the steamers 
Mischief and Barbara Boscowitz, 
the latter en route North and the 
former on her way to Victoria from the 
Went. Coast. Her skipper, Capt. Foot, 
reported to Capt. : Langley that lie had 
met the government steamer Quadra at 
Quatsino Sound, and that vessel had 
heard nothing of the missing ship Cad- 
zow Forest. Capt. Foot also stated that 
ho had no news of the schooner May 
Belle. In Hecate Straits a Seattle fish- 
ing schooner was busily engaged when 
the Thistle sailed for Victoria. The lat- 
ter will leave for the North again to-day. 

SEALERS' SAFE ARRIVAL. 
A letter from Honolulu which arrived 
by the uteamshid Miowera on Tuesday 
night states that the sealing schooner 
Annie E. Paint arrived there safely on 
the 10th instant, having called for water. 
She experienced very rough weather 
from Victoria. According to other ad- 
vices the Borealis also arrived at Hono- 
lulu after a temptuous voyage from Cape 
Flattery. The schooner Allie I. Algar 
reached Makaweli, Kanai, on the 7th 
instant, and after taking on water sup- 
plies proceeded to Japan. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The passenger steamer Queen came 
into collision with the British ship 
Strathdon in San Francisco on Tuesday 
morning, while steaming up the harbor 
from Portland and Astoria, between 
$20,000 and $30,000 being sacrificed in 
damages. The Strathdon was lying at 
anchor in the stream, and her heavy 
Bteel bowsprit swept the upper and 
saloon decks of the steamer before the 
Queen could bo backed away. The 
Queen had on board 1J0 passengers. 
Only two persons were hurt, and 
their injuries amounted to mere scratch- 
es. One of these was a passenger, and 
the other was a man in the steward's de- 
partment, named Edward French. 

The steamer Whitelaw, the modern 
San Francisco wrecker, is shortly to 
commence operations on the removal of 
the hull of the stranded San Pedro. 
This news came by wire from Ottawa to 
Collector Milne yesterday, but what 
steps have been taken in the matter by 
the government was not mentioned in 
the dispatch. Tenders were called for 
by the government for the work to be 
iii by the 29th instant, and it is under- 
stood many oilers have been forwarded 
to Ottawa. It is believed the White- 
law has been given the contract by the 
owners ot the vessel.

TRADE WITH THE MAINLAND. 

To the Editoh: — A deputation from 
this district which visited Victoria last 
summer to try to obtain improved facil- 
ities for agricultural trade with your 
city were so cordially received that we 
think an experiment made by us in 
shipping by the existing route will be of 
interest. 

We sent a carload of potatoes to one 
of your commission firms some little 
time ago, and have recently received re- 
ceived returns. Judging from the price 
va got Victorians must have appreciated 
their quality highly, but unfortunately 
the bill forgetting the goods to market 
was so high that as things stand our 
trade must go elsewhere. From the time 
we put them on the cars, i.e., not con- 
sidering haul at this end, the bill was 
$5 a ton, in addition to the usual mid- 
dleman's commission of 10 per cent, on 
the gross price. Just $1 of this was ex- 
pended in getting to Liverpool ; $2 mora 
to the wdiarf at Victoria, and the remain- 
ing $2 went in wharfage and cartage, 
storage and delivery. 

Now, sir. this shipment has been 
watched with a great deal of interest at 
this end by a good many would-be ship- 
pers, and from our point of view it is 
iinal. We cannot ship to your markets 
as things stand now, and if Victoria 
wants to trade with the farmers on the 
Mainland, as we wdre assured 
last summer that she did, she 
must give them a rather better 
opening. We are as favorably situated 
for the purpo.se as anyone, being within 
two miles of salt water, but we have, 
firstly, to put our stuff on cars to carry 
it up to the Eraser in order to cross the 
gulf; and, secondly, to pay $2 a ton on 
bulky produce in addition to the mid- 
dleman's 10 per cent, after we have 
reached the wharf at Victoria. These 
are the two obstacles which prevent us 
from using what should be the natural 
outlet for our produce. Both these 
difficulties can he met; and it is the 
hone that Victoria may see her way to 
doing something in the matter which 
has led to the writing of this letter.

HE SUPREME COURT JUDGE. 

To the Editor: — Several resolutions 
have been passed on the Mainland de- 
manding the appointment of a new 
judge of the Supreme court to reside at 
Vancouver. 

1 cannot help thinking that the effect 
of such appointment, if made, will be 
disappointing, and I do not think that 
the other side of the question has been 
presented at any of the meetings. The 
act of 1805, which depends as to its com- 
inc into forco on the proclamation of the 
lieutenant governor, does not provide 
for residence at Vancouver. The judge 
may reside either at Vancouver or New 
Westminster. Therefore, under this act 
the government has no power to compel 
the judge to reside at Vancouver. 

At present all the Supreme court 
judges have jurisdiction throughout the 
province. They may ait and hear cases 
in any district, but it is proposed to alter 
all this. The most accomplished and 
experienced judges from Victoria visit 
Vancouver every week and dispose of 
chamber work and trials in a moBt satis- 
factory manner. They come hero as 
strangers and are, we know, impartial, 
without favor or affection both as to the 
bar and to the public. 

If a junior judge is appointed ho will 
he an untried man and may not be sat- 
isfactory, but being once appointed he 
cannot he oasilv got rid of. He can 
only be removed by act of parliament; 
lie can hardly help having his friends 
and favoriteB and prejudices. And there 
is one advantage for the judges to reside 
in the same place ; they can consult 
each other, and besides this can have a 
social circle among themselves. In 
England all the Supreme court judges 
reside in London, and they visit the 
districts at stated times. In Ontario all 
the Supreme court judges reside at 
Toronto. 

The rotation of the judges is a good 
arrangement— so good is it held to be 
that they seldom visit the snrae district 
twice in succession. The largo 
cities of Manchester, Liverpool, 
and Birmingham have never demanded a 
resident judge. It is a fact that the de- 
cision of the English judge is perhaps 
held in greater respect than those of an)' 
other judges on the face of the earth. 

If the new judge resides at Vancouver 
wo shall be confined to this one judge so 
far as hearing all chambers work (which 
is very important) and also so far as 
trials are concerned, and I think the 
result will bo prejudical to legal business 
in this court. Suitors will have an op- 
tion and any plaintiff having an impor- 
tant case will be sure to select Victoria, 
where they will have the advantage of 
the most learned and experienced men 
as judges, and both the bar and the pub- 
lic of Vancouver will be the losers. This 
kind of business is very sensitive and 
the court at Vancouver, which is at 
present highly respected and popular 
owing to the visits of the Victoria judges, 
will lose its popularity. In conclusion, 
I am not sure that the government 
would not be justified in delaying the 
appointment, us it seems to me that four 
judges ought to be sufficient for such a 
small population — especially in view of 
the financial state ol the province, and 
the work is all being well done at pre- 
sent. E. N.

IMPUDENT 

MISREPR ESEN TA TION. 

The way in which the people of the 
United States are misinformed hy their 
newspapers is something wonderful. 
The editors of some newspapers sup- 
posed to he respectable have no regard 
whatever for facts when those facts tell 
against any enterprise or any question 
in which American interests, national or 
individual, appear to be involved. The 
following article on the Bearing Sea 
Convention to assess the damages suffer- 
ed by British sealers from unlawful 
seizure by United States cruisers con- 
tains as much misrepresentation, direct 
and indirect, as could be well crowded 
into the same space. Here it is : 

" A treaty has been signed by Sir 
Julian Pauncefote and Secretary Olney, 
and is now before the Senate, providing 
for a court of arbitration to assess dam- 
ages, if they are found to be due, for the 
seizure of Canadian sealing vessels in 
Bearing Sea by our patrol fleet. The 
Canadian claim of $425,000 in a 
lump, which the President and the late 
Secretary Gresham were so anxious to 
distribute among the Canuck poachers, 
hut to which Congress made serious ob- 
jection, was ludicrously insolent. They 
demanded this sum on account of the in- 
terference of our cruisers tn prevent the 
destruction of our uicn seals. The Cana- 
dian butchers, after nearly annihilating 
our seal herd, reducing it from millions 
to a few thousands in the past twenty 
years, demanded pay for the interrup- 
tion of the work. The consent to 
arbitrate this question is scarcely 
less ludicrous than the claim made 
by the Canadians. It is tanta- 
mount to an acknowledgment that we 
must pay the Canucks for interrupting 
their murderous work and extirpating 
our own seal herd, the only difference be- 
iiiL' that instead of paying a lump sum 
we prefer a long drawn out litigation to 
see how much we shall pay them piece- 
meal. This is one of the charming ad- 
vantages of brotherly love and blood- 
thicker-than-water arbitration, which 
we have to accept because we can't do j 
otherwise owing to the criminal neglect 
of a dawdling, do-nothing congress. If 
we had a tleet such as we should have, 
and if we had forts and big guns pro- 
tecting our Beacoast cities, we should 
make this reply to such an insolent 
claim from the Canadians: " ll you want 
damages from us for protecting our 
property against the raids of your mur- 
dering poachers, come on and Collect 
them if you feel disposed." Had con- 
gress doiie its duty the Canadians would 
not have felt thus disposed. 

One would never suppose from this ra- 
bid article that, 1st, the Behring Sea 
Arbitration found that the United 
States never had any right to exercise 
sovereign jurisdiction over Behring Sea 
outside the ordinary territorial limit; 
and 2nd, that the Unite 1 States has not 
and never had any property in the seals 
found swimming in Behring Sea more 
than three miles from land. This being 
the case anyone capable of reasoning 
must be convinced that any British ves- 
sel seized on the high seas in Behring 
Sea by an American Government cruiser 
was unlawiully seized, and that British 
subjects have as good a right to hunt 
seals in that Sea as United States 
citizens. It follows, too, that the claim 
for reasonable damages by the owners of 
the vessels seized is a valid one, and 
that when Secretary Carlisle made a 
compromise agreeing to pay much less 
than the sum demandod by the ship- 
owners and ot'iers as damages, be did 
what any honest and prudent man ought 
to havo done. It also follows that the 
United States Congress is under a moral 
obligation to carry out the arrangement 
made hy Mr. Secretary Carlisle with the 
British Government, 

If the editor of the Chicugo Tribune 
had any regard for national good faith 
and any knowledge of international law, 
he would have seen that to stigmatize 
British subjects engaged in hunting seals 
in Behring's Sea as "poacbors" was un- 
justifiable vilification, and to claim that 
the seals were the property of the United 



A DESERVED REBUKE. 

The abuse of Sir Charles Tupper by 
the Grit organs has been so violent, so 
coarse, and in every way so brutal, as to 
disgust so zealous an advocate of Liberal- 
ism as the Ottawa Free Press. In its 
issue of the 20th that paper administers 
a stinging and well deserved rebuke to 
its ill-mannered and unscrupulous Grit 
contemporaries. It says: 

There appears to bo an inclination on 
the part of certain writers in the press 
to be Pomewhat offensively personal in 
their criticism of Sir Charles Tupper on 
his return to active political life in Cana- 
da. His advancing years, his decreasing 
vocal power ami his personal appearance 
have all been made the subject of some 
very superfluous writing. This is not 
calculated to advance the cause which 
Liberals have in view, namely, the de- 
feat of the government on the ground of 
the policy and principles of which Sir 
Charles Tupper is the exponent and 
champion. It is a course which is not at 
all in consonance with the ideas of the 
leaders of the Liberal party. It is for 
acts which he might have avoided that 
Sir Charles is to be criticised, not for in- 
creasing infirmity and weaknesses which 
he has no power to avoid, and this is the 
course the Liberal party desires to fol- 
low. Any section of the Conservative 
press in England would be scouted by 
all thinking people were it to indulge in 
petty criticisms of Mr. Gladstone's 
eighty-six years, the cut of his clothes 
or his personal appearance. 

The Free Press does not make suffi- 
cient allowance for the imbecility and 
the ignorance of many of those who con- 
duct Grit newspapers. It requires some 
knowledge of the past history of Canada 
and of contemporary polities as well as 
a fair amount of genera iv ^'ligence to 
discuss Sir Charles Tup) • i.nreer as a 
Conservative leader, but it needs neither 
knowledge nor ability to tell lies about 
the Secretary of State's loss of physical 
and intellectual power, and to attempt 
inane jokes on his personal appearance. 
Naturally, then, the editors whom the 
Free Press rebukes try to disciiedit Sir 
Charles Tupper in the way that 
is within the scope of their powers. 
Having neither brains nor information 
tliey resort to the only weapon they 
know how to use, and that is vulgar, 
senseless abuse. There is no use in be- 
ing too hard on them ; they are fast 
passing away. They are the drivelling 
survival of what was once a powerful 
class of political writers who linger 
superfluous on the stage. 



LEFT TO THEMSELVES. 

It is hard to understand what is to be 
gained by making such statements aa 
the following : " There is every reason

AN INTERESTING EXPERIMENT. 

The free traders are continually telling 
us that freo trade is good for the- work- 
ing man, that under it commodities are 
cheaper and wages higher than trader 
protection. ThiB theory was put ' to- a 
practical test not long ago in Sydney, 
Australia. The advocates of free trade- 
and direct taxation prevailed upon the 
employes of the Sydney Soap and' 
Candle Co. to vote for their freo trade 
candidate, who was also the labor candi- 
date, Tho free traders and direct taxers 
were returned with a good working 
majority, and of course the protective 
taxes were taken off candles and soap. 
The result is thus described by tho 
Australian Star : 

Injury has resulted to the factory, and 
the alternative has already been pressed 
upon the directors of closing the works 
or reducing the wages of the employees. 
The latter course has been adopted. But 
the labor party, who were supported by 
the minority of these workers, have 
obtained direct taxation, and it may 
be presumed that tho factory hands 
at Waratah will find consolation for 
their shortened incomes in reviewing 
the triumph that "Democracy" has 
achieved by the establishment of this 
principle. Their choice between high 
wages and the labor platform was at all 
events as deliberate as any body of vot- 
ing men havo ever been called upon to 
make, and in the disaster that has be- 
fallen them, following upon their choice, 
they have only themselves to blame. 
And the choice, wo repeat, was made in 
the face of the reiterated warnings of 
this paper and of the protectionist speak- 
ers. 

The employes of the boot and shoe 
factories are in pretty much the same 
position as the workers in the soap and 
candle factory. The Star, commenting 
on the new situation, does not comfort 
the wage earners. It says : 

There is one way by which the manu- 
facturers of candles and tho manufac- 
turers of boots and other articles may 
precariously hold the local market, but 
that is a way not popular with labor 
leagues or the workingman. It is by the 
reduction of wages to the level of those 
of the old world operatives; but this 
doubtful hope of the manufacturer is the 
despair of the workers, and in the op- 
position aroused by such a proposal the 
nascent local industries would inevitably 
be extinguished, and the working man 
would exchange the possibility of low 
wages for the certainty of no wages at 
all. In this state of things the 
labor leaguer who could get con- 
solation from the accomplishment of 
direct taxation, female suffrage, reform 
of the Upper Mouse, or any or all of the 
wild will-o'-the-wisps with which the 
so-called democratic brain is at present 
hopelessly bewildered, would be an in- 
genious enthusiast. 

Hero wo have- on a small scale the 
practical consequences of applying a 
system which has worked tolerably well 
in an old country, whose industries are 
well established, to a new country, in 
which manufacturing industries are in 
their infancy. The Star has come to the 
conclusion that in Australia free tratle 
and manufactures cannot breathe the 
same air.

They were, in fact, 
proud of what they had done, and their 
newspaper organ abused without stint 
those of tho minority who were active in 
endeavoring to obtain redress of 
their grievance. There were ample 
time and opportunity since the 
passage of the school act of 
1800 to make the concessions 
and compromises which are talked of 
now that federal interference is impend- 
ing. Does anyone for a moment sup- 
pose that if the minority had quietly, 
submitted to what they considered a 
grievous injustice, if they had taken no 
steps to obtain redress, the Govern- 
ment, which represents the majority, 
would have made a single concession or 
advanced one step towards comprom- 
ise?

TESTING OF SHELLS. 

Highly Satisfactory Experiments by U. S. 
Officials- What Was Done. 

Washington, Feb. 20. —Surprising re- 
sults were obtained at a test of sheila at 
the Indian Head proving ground this 
afternoon, and if these are confirmed by 
further experiments the United States 
navy, which already possesses the best 
armor plate in the world, will have, it is 
ciaimed, by far the best armor, pene- 
trating shells — both of American inven- 
tion. What was done to-day at the 
nroving ground was to fire a cast steel 
shell of six inch calibre clear through a 
seven-inch Harveyi/.ed nickel steel plate 
through the heavy oak backing of 
twelve feet into the bank of clay 
behind. This performance has never 
been equalled by any projectile of like 
calibre in the world. As the Chief of 
Ordnance, who witnessed the experi- 
ment, said : " It went through the plate 
like hot iron through cheese." This 
particular shell was made by the John- 
sons, at Spuyten Duyve!, N.Y. The 
shell proper was cast steel, but it was of 
the very beat quality of metal and more- 
over, it was treated by a secret process 
to give it toughness. In addition, it had 
a cap of soft forged steel, fastened on by 
three small screws, to hold it in place 
when the shot travelled through the liore 
of the gun.

Hon. Mr. Martin introduced a bill to 
amend the game act.

Mn. Smith moved the second reading 
of the British Columbia Southern Rail- 
way Company's act amendment bill, 
and explained that the object is to give 
a further extension of time for the com- 
pletion of the enterprise. 

Mu. Sbmlin thought the house should 
have some explanation before consent- 
ing to another extension. 

Hon. Ool. Baker said that as he had 
for many years been actively connected 
with this enterprise he might oiler the 
explanation asked for. On two or three 
occasions the negotiations for its con- 
struction had been almost completed, 
though it had in each case been found 
impossible finally to complete them, 
owing largely to the difficulties in which 
railway enterprises everywhere had lor 
tho time being become involved. At the 
present time negotiations are again in 
progress, with every prospect that the 
work may be commenced this year, but 
only on the condition that the time for 
tho completion of the lirst section of 
some seventy miles shall he extended 
beyond December next, the time now 
stipulated. No capitalist would put 
money into such a scheme without this 
extension, and therefore this bill has 
been introduced. 

Mr - . Kitchen asked how much has 
been spent on the enterprise, and 
whether there have been any assess- 
ments on the stock. 

Hon. Col. Bakeb said the expendi- 
ture in actual cash has been about $100,- 
000. There have been assessments on 
the stock. 

Mr. Hunter had some knowledge of 
the operations of this company, having 
been consulted as an engineer in con- 
nection with the proposed line. For one 
whole season a large party were engaged 
in locating the line, and accomplished a 
good deal though hampered by a rival 
com] any who were making a location in 
the same held. He understood thatcon- 
siderable of tho right of way has been 
cleared, unci he thought it not at all 
likely that the people in charge will give 
it up. 

Da. Walkem asked whether the ex- 
penditure said to have been made on 
this enterprise was not largely in pros- 
pecting coal mines. 

Hon. Ool. Barer replied that finan- 
ciers would never have thought of enter- 
ing into the project except for the coal 
seams in the Crow's Nest pass, and 
hence enough money had been spent to 
open them up and get an idea of their 
extent; the bulk of the expenditure, 
however, has beenjon the railway. 

Bill read a second time. 

■COLUMBIA AND WESTERN RAILWAY. 

Mr. Kellie moved the second rending 
of the hill for the incorporation of the 
Columbia it Western Railway. 

Mr. Semmn approved of this hill 
because the road will form a new connec- 
tion for the Sliuswap & Okanagan rail- 
way, and t'ms assist in recouping the 
government foevlta outlay on that enter- 
prise. He suggested, however, that con- 
struction should be commenced at the 

5. & O. end, instead of at Rossland or 
Trail as proposed, so that the S. & O. 
should have the benefit of the construc- 
tion traffic and tho settlers have the 
chance of furnishing the food supplies. 

Mu. Kellie explained that it is a ne- 
cessity that construction shall he com- 
menced at Trail or Rossland, so as to 
give immediate connection between the 
mines and the smelter at Trail. 

Bill read a second time. 

ASHCROFT AND CARIBOO RAILWAY. 

Mn. Kooers moved the second read- 
ing of the bill to amend the act incorpor- 
ating the Ashcroft and Cariboo Railway 
Company. This enterprise, he said, 
would open up one of the best mining 
sections in British Columbia, besides 
giving access to valuable grazing land. 
The railway will make it profitable to 
work a grant quantity of low grade ores 
which cannot he handled at present, 
and it will also no doubt in the future 
give connection with the Yukon country, 
whose trade is now being lost to the pro- 
vince. 

Mu. Semlin from past experience of 
the proposition to build a railway into 
Cariboo had not much faith in the com- 
pletion of this much more extensive 
scheme for a railway not only into Cari- 
boo but extending to salt water at Port 
Simpson. He would like some assur- 
ance that the new promoters of this line 
have tho ability and tho intention to 
carry it through. 

Mu. Adams said he believed the pro- 
moters of t lis bill have sufficient finan- 
cial hacking to carry the scheme to suc- 
cessful completion, and he hoped the 
leader of tho opposition would he agree- 
ably diaappointed this time.

Braden with the object of keeping child- 
ren off the streets. These were read 
and received. 

So was a petition from residents of 
Sandon in favor of the bill for tho incor- 
poration of water and electrical works, 
presented by Mr. McGregor. 

SCHOOL LANDS SALE. 

The house again went into committee 
on the bill to provide a fund for educa- 
tional purposes by the sale of public 
lands, Mr. Stoddart in the chair. A 
desultory discussion took place nominal- 
ly on the amendment offered by Mr. 
Kidd, limiting the application of the 
warrants proposed to lands " west of 
the Fraser river, north of the 53rd par- 
ellel North latitude, and not within ten 
miles of salt water." 

Mr. Kellie at length remarked, with 
respect to the conflicting arguments of 
the opposition, that " these hon. gentle- 
men don't know what they are kick- 
ing about. They were like sleeping 
dogs blinking' in the sun when this bill 
gjt its second reading, and having been 
stirred up by the opposition newspapers 
they are now trying to make a show, 
but don't know wiiat to do." He con- 
tinued that this bill is simply a godsend 
to the people of this country. As will 
be shown by Mr. Lees' report, there is 
in the Kootenay country, in the Big 
Bend for instance, a great deal of splen- 
did laud, and many people there want 
to buy it. 

Mu. Sword said tho house ought to 
be in possession of the report of which 
Mr. Kellie spoke, and therefore he 
moved that the committee rise and re- 
port progress. 

Hon. Col. Baker characterized the 
course of the opposition as simply ob- 
structive. They had been trying to get 
up froth about the measure, hut had 
evidently failed. 

Hon. Mr, Turner opposed the motion 
for the same reason. It was evident, he 
said, that the opposition had got to the 
end of their tether, and found it difficult 
to keep up any longer their attempt at 
argument against the bill. 

Mil. Hunter also spoke of the ill suc- 
cess of the opposition in endeavoring in 
the News- Advertiser and elsewhere to 
stir up feeling against this bill. He did 
not see why the committee should rise 
now, just because the opposition have 
exhausted themselves. 

Ma. Williams — Have they? You'll 
see if they have. 

Mr. Hunter — Mentally they have; 
let them now exhaust themselves phy- 
sically. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Kellie compared the opposition 
to a lot of Stoughton bottles, occupying 
places in the house session after ses- 
sion without having any useful sugges- 
tions to make, but simply obstructing 
business. The people of the country, 
he thought, are now sizing up tho oppo- 
sition, and are coming to the conclusion 
that they are full of wind. (Laughter.) 
The people realize, too, that the country 
cannot, he run on wind. (Applause.) 

Mr, Kennedy rose to take exception 
to Mr. Kellie's remarks. 

Mn. Williams said another reason 
why the committee should now rise is 
that Mr. Kidd's amendment will make 
these warrants apply to the lauds in the 
section through which the British Paci- 
fic railway will run, and as a proposi- 
tion relating to that road is to he laid 
before the house, he would like to see it 
and the reports of the surveys in con- 
nection with that road before going on 
with this bill. It might be that apply- 
ing this bill to the sections alloted to the 
British Raeilic would help the company 
m building that road by inducing im- 
migration and settlement. Of course 
the opposition are anxious to do all in 
their power to promote the interests of 
that road. 

Caft. Irving favored the motion that 
the committee rise. He was against 
selling lands by warrants, which he con 
sidered to bo simply a scheme for specu- 
lators. 

The motion by Mr. Sword to rise and 
report, progress was lost on a show of 
hands. Mr. Kidd's amendment also was 
put and lost. 

Mn. Sword moved an amendment 
striking out the section authorizing the 
sale of warrants as proposed, and sub- 
stituting the provisions of the act of 
1891 for the sale of lands. 

The amendment wns objected to as 
not, in order, and withdrawn, 

Mu. Cotton asked what effect the pas- 
sage of this bill may have in permitting 
land needed for deep-sea fishing stations 
being acquired by a monopoly. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said the depart- 
ment will tako the necessary precautions 
in this connection. 

As the government had a deputation 
to meet, the Premier at 5 :25 moved that 
the committee rise and report progress. 
Agreed to. 

Hon. Mr. Turner in moving the 
adjournment of the house said it is pro- 
posed to start evening sittings to-mor- 
row. 

small debtb fees. 
Dr. Walkbm inquired when the re- 
turns from the police magistrates re- 
specting the fees of small debts courts 
are to bo presented to tho house. Ho 
announced that he intends to have them 
this week or learn the reason why these 



magistrates, who are tho servants of the 
house, do not obey its orders. 

Hoir. Mr. Eberts said that tho re- 
quests to the magistrates to send in these 
returns were forwarded on the 5th of 
February. They are coming in from 
time to time and will be presented as 
soon as possible. 

The house adjourned at 5 :85.

SUPPLIES WERE RUNNING SHORT. 

The Ship " Dartford " Calls at Tristan Island 
—A Curious Colony of 
Sixty Souls. 

The just arrived Canadian-Australian 
liner Miowera received an interesting 
report from the ship Dartford, which 
arrived in Sydney just before the steam- 
er was leaving Australian waters. The 
captain of the Dartford stated that when 
passing that isolated spot in tho South 
Atlantic, Tristan d'Aeunha, on his way 
from London, a boat came off and hailed 
him. The yards were backed and the 
boat was found to contain eleven men, 
who brought potatoes, eggs, milk and 
penguin skins for trade. They wanted 
ship's storos, Btating that they were in 
great need on the island. They depend 
entirely upon passing ships for clothing, 
flour, tea, rice, sugar, etc., and when 
the Dartford passed not a boat from the 
island had succeeded in boarding a ves- 
sel for six months, and they were there- 
fore in a serious position. The captain 
of t he Dartford was able to let them have 
groceries and a few odds and ends. Cor- 
sets, hairpins and ribbons wore then re- 
quested, as well as female wearing ap- 
parelfbut as the majority of sailing 
ships carry no such stores the ladies of 
Tristan were left disconsolate. The pop- 
ulation of tho island numbers sixty, fe- 
males being three to one in the majority. 
The colonists consider themselves Fng- 
lish although under the care of no flag. 
The latest addition to the colony was the 
second mate of the wrecked ship Allan 
Shaw, w ho was seized upon and married 
almost as soon as the waves cast him 
ashore.

LAWS FOK HUNTSMEN. 

The Amendments to the Game Act Nov 
Before the Legislature. 

The game bill introduced by Hon. Mr 
Martin in tho legislature yesterday pro- 
poses several amendments in the close 
seasons and the varieties of gr.me pro 
tected. 

Willow grouse and quail are added to 
the list ot birds which may not be sold 
at any time; and the season in which 
bine grouse, wild duck, deer, etc., may 
he sold is to commence on the 1st of 
October in each year instead of the 1st 
of September. 

" Between sunset and sunrise " is no 
longer a perennial close season; but it 
is made unlawful to kill any game bird 
on the roost at any time. 

East of the Cascades, the protection 
from 16th November to .'list August 
heretofore given to blue grouse is ex- 
tended to "any variety of grouse "—the 
same as ptarmigan, fool hen and meadow 
lark; and for the future prairie lien 
prairie chicken and willow and ruff 
grouse, hitherto lawful game from 1st 
September to loth November, may not 
be taken at any time. Wild duck, hit- 
tern, plover and heron continue to b 
protected from 1st January to 3lal 
August. 

The close season for deer, etc., com- 
mencing 1st January, will end on the 
30th September instead of 31st August, 
throughout the province. 

West of the Cascades the protection to 
grouse iB restricted to the *" blue " in- 
stead of "any variety," and the close 
season for this class is shortened to from 
the 2nd of January to the 20th August, 
instead of from the 1st December to 
the 30th September. Duck are protect 
cd against killing or catching during the 
Baine period. "Plover, bittern and 
heron " are struck out of the list. For 
quail, willow grouse and pheasants from 
the 2nd January to the 30th September 
is made the close season. 

On Vancouver Island cock pheasants 
will bo lawful game only from 1st Octo- 
ber to 1st January, instead of to 31st 
January. 

A new section provides that " No 
deer shall be exposed for sale without 
its head on." 

The act will apply to Indians, hither- 
to exempted. 

DELAGOA HAY. 

Portugal Trying to Cancel the Transfer of 
Lands to a German Subject. 

Lisbon. Feb. 20.— In the Chamber of 
Depuths to-day the minister for foreign 
affairs, Senor de Soveral, intimated that 
lie was trying to override the transfer to 
Germany of land in Delagoa Bay, which 
Portugal bad ceded to a German subject.

BAYARD CENSURED. 

Resolutions of the Foreisn Affairs Commit- 
tee on the Subject of the Ambassa- 
dor's Utterances. 

Washington, Feb. 26. — Chairman 
Hitt, of the foreign affairs committee, 
yesterday reported to the house the pre- 
amble and resolutions agreed on by the 
foreign affairs committee, censuring Am- 
bassador Bayard for portions of speeches 
he delivered at Edinburgh and Boston, 
England, accompanying the preamble 
and resolutions with a brief report 
which sets forth that Mr. Bayard did 
make the speeches containing the feat- 
ures alleged to be objectionable, and say- 
ing that no action had been taken by 
the government thereon. The preamble 
contains the extracts of speeches which 
brought forth the resolutions on the 
subject in the house, and they are fol- 
lowed by the following resolution recom- 
mended by the committee: 

" Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
house oi representatives that Thomas K. 
Biyard, ambassador to England, in pub- 
licly using the language above quoted, 
has committed an offence affainst diplo- 
matic propriety and an abuse of the 
privileges of his exalted position, which 
should make him the representative of 
the whole country and not of any poli- 
tical party. Such utterances are wholly 
inconsistent with that prudent, delicate 
and scrupulous reserve which he him- 
self, while secretary of state, enjoined 
upon all diplomatic agents of the 
United States. In one speech he 
offences a great body of his countrymen 
who believe in the policy of protection. 
In the other he offends all his country- 
men who believe that Americans are 
caimble of self-government. Therefore, 
US' the immediate representatives of the 
American people, and in their name, we 
condemn and censure said utterances of 
the Hon. T. F. Bayard. 

''■ Resolved, further, that in the opin- 
ion of the bouse of representatives pub- 
lic speeches by our diplomatic or con- 
sular officers abroad which display par- 
tisanship, or which condemn any politi- 
cal party or party politics or organiza- 
tion of citizens in the United States, are 
in dereliction of the duty of such offi- 
cers, impair their usefulness as public 
servants and diminish the confidence 
which they should always command at 
home and abroad.'' 

A minority report, containing the 
views of the members of the committee 
opposed to the resolution, will also be 
presented. 



SPANIARDS ALARMED. 

Fifteen Thousand Soldiera Reported Miss 
ing in Cuba— Insurgent Chief 
Garcia Captured. 

Havana, Feb. 20. — It seems to be de- 
finitely established that Antonio Maceo 
was nut killed near Placetas. A relative 
of Maceo, who lives in this city, admits 
that he lias heard from good sources 
that the insurgent leader was wounded 
in the arm as a result of the engagement 
at Elgato. Among the insurgents found 
in the hills about Candela was a man, 
evidently a messenger, who had in his 
pocket a note addressed to Carillo, one 
of the insurgent leaders, saying: "Send 
rr.e some salt." This note was signed 
" Gomez." 

The troops buried tho bodies of 
seventy insurgents which were picked 
up near San Jose de Las Lajos. The 
insurgents have banged two volunteers. 
A report has been received that the col- 
umn of Vicuna had an engagement near 
Corral Ealso, Matanzas, with Maximo 
Gomez, but no details of the fight are 
given. The insurgent leader and ex- 
bandit 'Puerto MatOS have been seriously 
wounded. 

Madrid, Feb. 26. — Capt. Gen. Weyler 
telegraphs from Havana that the situa- 
tion in the rural districts of Cuba is 
such as to permit of holding the elec- 
tions. Gen. Weyler also says the insur- 
gent chief Garcia has been captured. A 
dispatch to a newspaper here from 
Havana mentions the arrest of Mr. 
Michelson, the correspondent of New 
York and San Francisco papers, and of 
an American named Betancourt, the lat- 
ter charged with intriguing with the 
rebels. 

New Yoiik, Feb. 20. — A dispatch from 
Havana reports 15,000 Spanish soldiers 
missing in Cuba. The fact has been com- 
municated to the Madridgoverninenl and 
the search for their whereabouts is going 
on day and night. Official circles are in 
a state of alarm, for 15,000 men, with 
15,000 rifles and 500,000 cartridges, is an 
enormous item to the Spanish army. 
The disappearance to the men will 
ultimately be traced fc> either deaths in 
battle, the number of which has been 
concealed to hide Spanish losses, details 
to positions in various parts of the 
island, of which no record has been 
kept, or desertions to join the insur- 
gents. The Spanish records show that 
entire garrisons have joined the rebels 
with their arms in every province on 
the island.

Work Frightful Damage Along; the 
Queensland Coast— Very Many 
Vessels Wrecked. 



The Losses Ashore Will Aggregate 
Half a Million Sterling— Deaths 
from Hot Weather. 



The last week of January in this year 
will long be remembered by residents of 
the Australian colonies by reason of the 
fact that it witnessed the most terrible 
gales and floods over known on the 
Queensland coast, while at the same 
time the people of New South Wales 
were dying in scores from the excessive 
heat. A large number of vessels were 
wrecked and entire villages destroyed, 
the damage ashore alone being estimated 
at half a million pounds sterling. The 
loss of property at sea was not so great 
as that ashore, but the loss of life by the 
incidental marine disasters was even 
greater. Townsville, a small city on the 
northeast coast of Queensland seemed 
to be the centre of the storm and much 
damage was done to the buildings and 
shipping there, not a house in the town 
or a vessel in the harbor escaping. Ross 
Island, a short distance away, was also 
Hooded and many lives were lost in at- 
tempts to reach the mainland with 
small boats. The damage wrought by a 
hurricane in Townsville harbor alone in 
assessed at £250,000, this including dam- 
age to waterfront property. 

The storm first put in an appearance 
on Saturday, January 25, and did not 
abate its fury until the following Tues- 
day. In Townsville the hurricane had a 
most devastating effect, roofs being 
blown off and tossed about in the air 
like big sheets of paper. Numerous win- 
dows were stove in, and people were 
blown right off their feet and, in some 
cases, into the harbor, where two 
were drowned. The rainfall while the 
storm lasted was tremendous, and num- 
erous places were entirely submerged. 
In nine hours on Monday "twenty inches 
fell. On Rosa Island many houses were 
swept away from their foundations. At 
Ross Island, too, the furious wind upset 
a rescue boat, and Mrs. Hunt and her 
infant, Mrs. Guniman, Gertrude Rove, 
the elder Miss Howe and a boy named 
Willy Wallage were drowned. A house- 
maid in Judge Chuhb's employ, while 
wading towards a punt, was washed oil' 
her feet by the current and drowned. 
Sandy Walker was drowned while 
trying to cross Victoria bridge, where 
there was six feet of water on the rails. 
At Cluden the grand stand and training 
sheds were washed away. The telegraph 
iiiigs have been blown down in all direc- 
tions, and in ali parts of the colony re- 
lief funds for tiio numerous sulfcrers 
have been started. 

The Townsville Bulletin did not pub- 
lish on Monday and Tuesday owing to 
the violence of "the weather preventing 
the employes from reaching the office. 
On Wednesday only a few copies of the 
paper were issued. Many steamers were 
overdue at different points along the 
coast and it was feared that they bad 
been wrecked. The list of known ship- 
ping disasters, compiled on the cessation 
of the storm, follows :

Helen, 1,80!) tons, all badly damaged, 
the Helen still being piled on the rocks. 

Steamer Lavinia wrecked, with loss of 
all hands. 

Three weeks before this great storm a 
hurricane visited the Hapai group, and 
in Lifuka and the neinhborhood 200 
houses were blown down. The damage 
to the eocoanut trees was bo great that 
it will take the island from two to three 
years to recover as a copra producing 
district. Shipping suffered se vere.ly; the 
Norwegian bark West Australian and 
the German bark Woosung, load- 
ing at Lifuka, were both driven ashore 
and abandoned, the former having be- 
tween 400 and 500 tons of copra on board. 
The German schooner Aele was also 
wrecked. 

During the torrid term in Sydney the 
thermometer stood at 110 to 118 in the 
shade (or one full week, and the death 
rate in the city and suburbs assumed 
alarming proportions. The reeordsshow 
that immediately after the excessively 
high temperatures the mortality rate 
more than doubled, decreasing again to- 
ward the close of the week. No fewer 
than 250 deaths were recorded during 
the week within a short radius of the 
city— the number exceeding that of any 
period since the time of the epidemic of 
influenza of five years ago. One day 70 
corpses were interred at Rock wood alone, 
the number of funerals on that day in 
the city and suburbs reaching about 80. 
So great was the demand for graves that 
the managers of several of the sections 
were compelled to engage additional 
temporary hands, while the energies of 
the permanent men were taxed to the 
utmost. The great bulk of the deaths 
recorded were those of infants and very 
aged persons, but there wasa large num- 
ber of deaths in the prime of life, result- 
ing from apoplexy and sunstroke. At 
least 120 of the deaths in Sydney were 
directly attributable to the weather. 

Notwithstanding the failure of the 
wheat crop in many parts of Queensland 
last season, there are evidence, says the 
Brisbane Courier, that the farmers are 
by no means discouraged, and that a 
larger area than ever will probably be 
planted this year. Information obtained 
by the department of agriculture leads 
to the belief that hud the past season 
been a favorable one, nearly a million 
bushels would have been harvested in 
this colony. As it is, reports from the 
country show that the crop has not been 
so bad in some districts as was at one 
time supposed ; a numberof farmers have 
written to the department offering to 
sell wheat for seed purposes, and it is. 
believed that the yield this year will 
reach 50,000 bushels. The department 
ol ngriculture, anticipating the shortage 
for seed requirements, have arranged to 
import 2,000 bushels of Ward's Prolific 
and Allora Spring wheat from New 
South Wales, and this will be sold at 
actual cost; but in consequence of 
unfortunate experience in the past the 
department will refuse to sell the wdieat 
on credit, us was done in former years 
when seed maize was imported.

BACK FROM TILE EAST. 

Mr. D. J. Munn Reports That British Co- 
lumbia Mines are Atrracting Consider- 
able Attention la Financial Circles. 

D. ,T. Munn, president of the Kaslo & 
Slocnn railway, arrived in town Tuesday 
night and is staying at the Driard. He 
has just returned from Ottawa where he 
was attending the hearing of the dispute 
between his road and the Nakusp cc 
Slocan before the railway com- 
mittee of the Privy Council. 
Mr. Desbarats, the engineer 
appointed by the committee to examine 
the ground in dispute, came from Ot- 
tawa on the same train as Mr. Munn 
and went into Kaslo last Thursday from 
Spokane. When his report is made to 
Ottawa it is expected that a decision 
will be promptly arrived at by 
tho committee. Mr. Munn speaks 
highly of the kind attention 
he received from the Island members 
while at Ottawa. He made a trip to 
Montreal and had the opportunity of 
meeting a number of the prominent 
financial men of both that city and 
Ottawa. British Columbia's mineral 
resources, he says, are receiving a great 
deal of favorable attention' in the East, 
and their importance is well under- 
stood. Ah a result, Mr. Munn feels 
certain that a good deal of money will 
flow this way during the present year 
for investment in mining. Wherever he 
went he found people taking great in- 
terest in this province, and its develop- 
ment is closely followed and intelligent- 
ly discussed. 

Rev. C. Saugstad, president- of the 
New Norway colony, arrived by the 
Charmer last night on his way to his 
home at Bella Coola. He is accompani- 
ed by four settlers, who have forsaken 
the cold wintry climes of Minnesota for 
a home in the Far Wea*. They say they 
are but the vanguard of a large contin- 
gent who will leave the prairies of Min- 
nesota and Dakota and fill up the Bella 
Coola valley.
